Relativity Film Leaves Einstein 
Theory Still Mystery to Most People 


Some Doubt That:Any Additions Have Been 
Made to-the 13 Persons in the World 
Who Understand It. 


The answer is yes and no. 
goes for any question about time, 
speed, size, motion or direciton. 
For fuller explaration, ask any 
member of the gatherings which 
saw the Einstein relativity film, 
shown yesterday at the Junior 
Léague’s hall and last night at 
Bishop Tuttle Memorial 

After‘the one-hour display of the 
four-reel picture had ended, there 
were several headaches which were 
not due to tight hats. Also various 
persons were wondering, out loud, 
whether they would ever be addel 
to the charmed circle of those who 
“understand” what the Einstéin 
theory is all about. 

There are but 12 persons in the 
world, besides the Professor, who 
do understand the theory, the film 
said. However, that was in 1922. 
when the film was made. Whether 
any of these 12 have died, or 
whether anyone has since attained 
to a complete understanding, was 
not indicated. , 

“Backward, Turn Backward.” 

Anyway, the difference between 
the present time and 1922, or the 
spring of 1923, when this film was 
first shown here at the Missouri 
Theater, is too minute te mention. 
In fact, as viewed by one shot into 
space from the earth at the speed 
of a light ray, 186.000 miles’a sec- 
end, 1922 would be in the future. 
The film proved this, and showed 
the imaginary traveler into space 
arriving, gip, at the year 1492 
“Columbus is now discovering 
America,” said a subtitle. which 
was a gentle bit of spoofing for 
most readers, and perchance By 
statement of fact for the under- 
standing few. 

The film, made Yn Europe and 
adapted for American use by Gar- 
rett P. Serviss, began with an epi- 
tome of modern “miraciles’—stee: 
ships which float, the phonograph, 
telephone, movie and X-ray. To 
introduce the relativity idea, a man 
was seen trudging on a canal-boat 
deck, moving backward in relation 
to the boat, but stationary when 
viewed from the bank. Then the 
viewpoint was shifted to some 
place remote from earth, and it 
was shown what happens to hu- 
man ideas of direction. East is 
west, up is down and  up-and- 
down is sidewise. 

Baseballs dropped from towers, 
and projectiles shot from guns, 
describe a straight line as viewed 
from earth, while their path in the 
universe view is anarc. Fast and 
slow, big and small, as applied to 
the planets, are all relative, hope- 
lessly so. Just one positive fact 
asserts its independence. That is 
the velocity of light, 186,000 miles 
a second. That is Prof. Einstein's 
cosmic yardstick. 

Nothing slows down or acceler- 
ates this light-velocity, and _ this 
makes it possible for Prof. Einstein 
and his expositors to use 186,000 
miles and one second as identical. 
Using the light-ray yardstick, it 
was shown that both space and 
time might vary, according as the 
light ray moved with or against

the imagined objects. . Prof. Bin- 
stein’s train, millions of miles tong, 
rushing through space, was illus- 
trated by a two-coach local, which 
became very long or very short, 
depending upon the direction of the 
light-ray. ' 

Two seconds on one planet might 
be one second on another, and a 
mile on one might shrink to a few 
inches on the other. This juggling 
of stop-watches and tape-measures, 
greatly multiplied, was shown as 
throwing human progress into re- 
verse and taking mankind ‘back 
to the middle ages. Linked with 
this idea was the announcement of 
a fourth dimension—time. 


Shrinking Time, 

A man standing on the ground 
between two towers saw beacon 
ligMts flash from them at the same 
instant. The same flashes, to an 
observer in an airship, came per- 
eeptibly apart, illustrating that 
time shrinks or expands in propor- 
tion to speed. 

After these demonstrations had 
cast an opaque haze about niost. 
of the assembled minds, Prof. Bin- 
stein’s big gun was fired, with the 
announcement that “Space is bent.” 
This, it was stated, is really the 
thing that only the .elect baker’s 
dozen could understand. The rest 
might be utderstood’ by 17 or 18 
persons, Or on Sundays and holl- 
days as many as 30. 

The nearest that the film-makers 
could come to bending space was 
to show a distant star shooting its 
small-time illumination toward the 
sun. On approaching the sun, the 
rays were deflected. Therefore, 
the rays reach the earth at a de- 
ceptive angle, and observers, 
whether they look through the best 
telescopes, or through the cheap 
affairs of summer garden barkers, 
see the stars where they aren't. 
The only time.this theory can be 
checked is during a total eclipse 
of the sun, and the diagram 
showed how the eclipse of 1919 set 
the astronomers straight and veri- 
fied Einstein’s big idea. 

What will it all lead to? You 
tell, said the film in effect, merely 
reminding the beholder that New- 
ton’s discovery of the law of gravi- 
tation had made a lot of difference 
with the way things are done in 
this world of ours. 

The showing of this film at the 
Missouri Theater March 31, 1923, 
was through an arrangement made 
by the Post-Dispatch with the the- 
ater management. A _ good-sized 
gathering of adults saw it, and 
some high school students accepted 
the invitation to attend. A con- 
densed version of the film was 
shown by the Missouri through the 
week following. 

When this same film was dis- 
played at the Museum of Natural 
History, in New York, last month, 
the crowd which sought admission 
broke showcases in the Museum 
hallway, and police were called to 
restore order. No such explosion 
of scientific interest has occurred 
here.

Seeking means to produce more 
speed and greater safety in airplane 


engines, the. Society. of Automotive | 


Enigineers opened, its annual na- 
tional aeronautic meeting today at 
Hotel Jefferson. Sessions, held in 
conjunction with those of the Aero- 
nautical Chamber of Commerce of 
America, will close Thursday night. 


Recognized aeronautic authori-|. 


ties are conducting discussions on 
engines, fueis, instruments, radio 
and production. Lieut. James Doo- 
little speaks tomorrow on fog fly- 
ing and Herbert Hoover Jr., radio 
engineer, of Western Air Express 
and son of the President, will dis- 
cuss radio communication and 
transport work Thursday. 

The opening session dealt with 
engines. Fuel problems will be 
considered tonight, particularly the 
elimination of “vapor lock,” which 
has caused many engines to fail; 
sometimes with fatal consequences, 
when the plane has not attained 
sufficient altitude to glide to 
safety. O. C. Bridgeman and H. 8. 
White of the Bureau of Standards 
will discuss the problem of the 
failure caused when the flow of 
gas is impeded by the formation of 
vapor in the feed line. The anti- 
knock qualities of gasoline wil] be 
discussed by H. K. Cummings, also 


of the bureau. 
D Reliability. 

Roland Chilton, consulting engi- 
neér of the Wright Aeronatticai 
Corporation, opened the meeting 
with a discussion of airplane en- 
gine development and operating re- 
liability, saying that “safety is the 
factor in which air travel is popu- 
larly regarded as doubtful and un- 
til the tanding characteristics of 
airplanes are drastically changed, 
engine failures on transport ma- 
chaines are incompatible with pub- 
lic confidence.” 

“As long as airplanes land at 
about railroad trai:. speed reliabil- 
ity must be the prime considera- 
tion in their power plants,” he 
pointed out. 

Press reports of many airplane 
accidents would be more accurate, 
he said, if writers possessed the 
technical knowledge to realize that 


j certain accidents originate in the 


pilot's error and “not in an un- 
provoked and sudden nose dive.” 

“As long as airplanes are liable 
to spin if stalled and while some 
present difficulties in recovery, if 
the spin is allowed to develop it is 
only fair to explain that the stall 
and spin are like skidding in an 
automobile, with the difference 
that automobiles on greasy sur- 
faces may skid without warning. 
whereas no approved airplane will 
stall itself.” Chilton said. 

Pilot Must Act Quickly. 

Multimotored ships reduced the 
chance of complete engine failure 
but sometimes overtax the pilot, 
he said, as when a wing engine 
cuts out om a steep bank. Only a 
very short reaction time is given 
the pilot to realize on which side 
the engine has stopped in order to 
make a readjustment. 

Chilton gave a detailed analysis 
of motor problems and discussed 
construction factors tending to in- 
cease the weight of the plane but 
at the same time promoting safe- 
ty. Anticipating comments that 
his discussion of engine design was 
“too theoretical,” he said that most 
of them were based on actual de- 
velopments at the Wright plant. 

The relationship between auto- 
mobile arn aircraft engine design 
was discussed by Robert J. Insley. 
vice president of the Continental 
Aircraft Engine Co. Speed alone 
originally sold the automobile en- 
gine to.the public, he said, since 
it lacked economy, safety, comfort 
and convenience. 

“The airplane today finds itself 
in much the same position,” Insley 
said, “and the most disturbing dif- 
ference between automobile and 
airplane engines is their difference 
in cost. The automobile engine 
represents about 10 per cent of 
the cost of the car, whereas the 
airplane engine represents about 
40 ‘per cent of the cost of the 
completed ship.” 

High cost of the airplane engine 
‘is caused, he explained, largely by 


the necessity for small weight and | 


extreme reliability, while it is nec- 
essary also to conduct expensive re- 
search work tending to perfect new 
designs, rather than following 
‘along the genera! lines of designs

SELLING BY AUTO AGENCIES|== 


Manuf acturers Attending Show Are Told That 
One Out of Every. 500 Car Owners’ Is 
a Potential: Aircraft Buyer.

“Out of every 500 owners of au- 
tomobiles in the United States, one 
is a potential aircraft owner,” L. 
C. Perkins, director of saies for the 
Lincoin Aircraft Corporation, told 
aircraft manufacturers at today's 
meeting, held in conjunction with 
the [ntefnational Aircraft Exposi- 
tion. which entered its fourth day 
at The Arena. 

Meetings of the various groups 
within the Aeronautical Chamber 
of Commerce go: in full swing yes- 
terday and will continue through- 
out the week. 

Distribution is the principal 
problem for aircraft manufacturers, 
Several factories have regched a 
stage of over-production, speakers 
said, and a plan for selling planes 
through automotive  distributers 
was discussed. The manufacturers 
also recomimended the appointment 
of a “vigilance committee” to check 
up on unfavorable ‘publicity and ad- 
vertising. 

The Fokker company announced 
that its products are now included 
in the time-payment plan similar 
to that used in the sale of automo- 
biles, a down payment of 33 per 
cent of the purchase price of the 
plane being required, with the re- 
mainder in monthly installments, 
which include insurance premiums, 

Making Aviation Safer. 

"The question how much avia- 
tion is going to affect our lives and 
those of our descendants depends 
on how safety aviation can be 
made,” Charles Lawrence, vice 
president of the Curtiss-Wright 
Corporation, and designer of the 
Wright aircraft engine, told mem- 
bers of the St. Louis Advertising 
Club at a luncheon at Hotel Jef- 
ferson. 

Speaking as a representative of 
the aircraft engine manufacturers, 
Lawrence said: “Nature seems -. to 
have been unkind to the most de- 
veloped of her creatures when she 
omitted to supply him with wings 
as well as with legs. Man is at- 
tempting to develop wings, but, if 
one judges from the press accounts 
of flying accidents, that art of avi- 
ation has not progressed as fast 
as we have been led to believe. The 
natural reaction of the man in the 
street. is that flying is fine for oth- 
ers, but he prefers to stay on the 
ground. 

“Doubtless, when man first start- 
ed to train the horse, horseback 
riding was considered dangerous, 
Some people still think so. The 
same situation applied to flying in 
the early days. Of the lack of 
safety in the d¢arly planes there 
can be no question. Those of us 
who are engaged in flying today 
are struck by the courage of the 
old flyers. who staggeréd around 
the sky in contraptions of bamboo 
and fence wire. In those days the 
tail spin was a mystery, which | 
meant death. Then came the} 
World War and development of 


today resemble those of the World 
War, but the resemblance is only 


general. 
“This brings up the question of 
accidents in wiiich the modern air- 


plane: is a dangerous toy in the 
hands of careless, stupid, or irre- 
sponsible persons; but [I maintain 
that it is a safe, convenient and 
useful method of transportation 
when used by conservative, intelli- 
gent and well-balanced persons. 

“Advances yet to be made to 
make the airplane more useful and 
less dangerous are proper equip- 
ment for guidance through. fog, 
and a change in the present sys- 
tem of controls. 


Change in Steering Gear. 
“One change to be made is that 
in the rather ridiculous method of 
steering’ a plane with the feet, 
which seems sOmewhat hard for 
the. pupil’ to get accustomed’. to. 
The future plane will be:steered to 


‘the right: or left. by . means, of a). 


whéel, just as is done in an auto- 
mobile. without’ fear of making a 
false move. The plane wiil rise 
or descend by mere pressure on 
the wheel and the plane will be in 
perfect control in any position or 
at any speed. — 

“The future airplane also prob- 
ably will be equipped with a de- 
vice corresponding to the brake on 
an automobile, to reduce. the 
landing speed and bring it to earth 
at any designated spot. A step in 
this direction is the newly devel- 
oped Curtiss Tanager on display at 
the aircraft show. It has been 
rightly termed ‘the ship for dumb- 
bells,’ but the Tanager and all fu- 
ture developments will not prevent 
careless persons from crashing into 
poles, trees, and other obstructions, 
just as they do in automobiles, so, 
no doubt, the careless flyer will 
continue to pile up his bad record 
regardiess of what is done for him 
by engineers and designers.” 

Herbert Hoover Jr., son of. the 
President, who is to address a 
meeting of the Society of Automo- 
twe Engineers Thursday,. is ex- 
pected to arrive late today or to- 
morrow morning. 

Maj. Clarence M. Young, Assist- 
ant Secretary of Commerce for 
Aeronautics, is scheduled to arrive 
tomorrow to attend closing sessions 
of the various technical meetings.

Political equality, that vision of the eighteenth cen- 
tury, which the nineteenth century was to seal with 
its blood, is now one of the verities which we mistak- 
enly assess aS a natural endowment. Now we are 
coxjcerned with ecoromic equality—meazing, of 
course, economic jcstice. In the tndestria! develop- 
ment of the country we have submitted to much eco- 
nomic injustice, “as a matter of actual necessity,” but 
the ideal of practical economic equality has engaged, 
and does engage, the genius of our public men of 
vision. Against the justice of that purpose, nothing 
will prevail, not even Supreme Court decisions. 

Mr. Hyde should read again his American history. 
He should acquaint himself with the travail and 
truths of his party’s birth. The senatorial critics of 
the Baltimore Street Railways decision are the spir- 
itual heirs of the senatorial critics of the Dred Scott 
decision. If the Norrises and Borahs “reside in the 
wrong country,” as Mr. Hoover’s Cabinet officer has 
said, the Sewards and Sumners and Abraham Lin- 
coln himself “resided in the wrong country.” The 
Young Republicans of Missouri—the youth of all 
America—know that is not true.

EXPLAINING THE BALLYHOO. 

Mr. Becker, our Secretary of State, so we are in- 
formed by the Republican press, is leading for Gov- 
ernor. He is said to have made an alliance with May- 
or Miller by which he has the Republican City Com- 
mittee of St. Louis in his game bag. 

Missouri does not elect a new Governor until 1932, 
so that the danger that Mr. Becker will become Gov- 
ernor and turn Jefferson City into one great pie 
counter is not something to worry the sturdy yeo 
manry of the State. He has a habit of being far in 
the lead for the nomination before anyone else enters 
the lists. 

The political power of the Secretary of State is al- 
ways articulate long before the robin startles us with 
its song—and for a reason.

114 counties. These newspapers derive from this 
source from $600 to $2100 every two years.

This is cineraria time at the Jewel Box in Forest 
Park.

Caulfield points out that 
20 years after the 1910 census there is no reapportion- 
ment in Missouri. He thinks this will be the most 
important measure before the next Legislature, as 
it very well may be. The difficulty, of course, is ex- 
actly like that in Kansas, in Illinois, and in many 
other states where the urban population is rapidly 
gaining on the suburban population and the people 
in the country and little towns do not want to sur- 
render control to the cities. If Chicago had the Con- 
gressmen and the State legislators to which she is 
entitled under the Illinois Constitution she would 
become the dominant political power in the State. 
This is almost equally true of St. Louis, Kansas City, 
St. Joseph and a few other considerable cities of Mis- 
sour. They have more than half the population. But 
they have less than one-half of the Congressmen and 
the State legislators. Gov. Caulfield says the 34 
atorial districts in the State vary in population 
55,000 to 256,000. Says the Governor: “It is 4 tray- 
esty on the principles of a republic when 55,000 peo- 
ple in one district count as much in the State Senate 
as do 256,000 people in another district. This farce 
of the principle of representative government has 
been endured by the people of Missouri for nearly 30 
years.” 

In our opinion the struggle of the suburban popv- 
lation, whether in the nation or the states, is futile. 
It undertakes to defy the Federal and State constitu- 
tions, and the effect of it is to demoralize constitu- 
tional government. A little more than half of the 
American people were living in cities and towns of 
2500 or more when the 1920 census was taken. The 
excess in these urban communities will greatly in- 
crease in the forthcoming census of 1930. For the 
Gérys ‘= Congress, or the Democrats in Missouz!, or 
for any other segment of the population to retain 
power by nullification, is as unwise as it is futile.

NO MORE WIRE-TAPPING. 

No dissent from the United States Supreme Court’s 
decision in the wire-tapping case can hope to be so 
effective as Attorney-General Mitchell's decision that 
the Government will abandon the practice. 

Mr. Mitchell is unable to acquiesce in a philosophy 
which Justice Brandeis has said makes of the Gov- 
ernment an outlaw, and he is te be commended for 
refusing to avail himself of any such despicable doc 
trine. The Attorney-General also announces that he 
will abandon the practice of putting spies in Fed- 
eral prisons, a stratagem worthy of Czarist Russia. It 
was instituted by Mrs. Mabel Willebrandt when that 
resourceful lady was in the Department of Justice. 
Like wiretapping, it has at last outraged the de 
partment’s sense of public decency.

The British Commonwealth of Nations 


Many will disagree with Gen. Smuts’ statement that world can have unity, freedom 
and diversity only on basis of commonwealth idea, says British newspaper; plan 
has served to prevent disruption of Empire, as predicted 60 years ago; dominion 
implies equality of status, not of function; members have chance for free growth.

N the first of his remarkable speeches in 

Canada, Gen. Smuts deciared that “if the 

world was to have unity, freedom and di- 
versity, it could only be on the basis now 
being hammered out in the British Com- 
monwealth of Nations.” There are two types 
of person who will dissent from that view, 
and in both cases their objections are the 
resuit of a confusion of ideas. In view of 
the approaching Imperial Conference and 
the difficult problem of India's future, it is 
essential that those confusions should be 
dispersed. 

There are many people, though perhaps 
a dwindling number, who cannot believe 
that any good thing can come out of the 
Empire. Genuine haters of cant and bom- 
bast, they have heard so much loose senti- 
mentality poured forth upen Empire days 
that they have come to feel that all im- 
perialism rests on a vulgar liking for any- 
thing showy and big. They have seen 
through much of the history they were 
taught. and not yet learned te distinguish 
between Gen. Smuts’ notion of a free Com- 
monwealth of Nations and the buccaneering 
of Drake or Clive. 

There is still plenty of talk of the buc- 
eaneering kind, and enough exploitation in 
parts of the Empire to strengthen their hon- 
est antipathy to any kind of imperialism. 
But they would do well to think again be- 
fore they assume that the only reasons for 
our desire to cement the British Common- 
wealth still more strongly and our determi- 
nation not to yield prematurely to the Indian 
demand for self-government must be that 
we fear loss of trade or ioss of prestige. 
No doubt we do both, and we should do 
well to admit it. But there are other con- 
siderations which neither the old-fashioned 
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‘if 


bers of the British Commonwealth are more 
likely to be presperous than if they were in- 
dependent; they avoid the temptation and 
the expense of separate armaments; they 
are more likely te be at peace with one an- 
ether and to help te keep the peace of the 
rest of the world at Geneva because they 
are not self-regarding units, hampered by a 
legal sovereignty. 

There is no humbug in this. It is a mat- 
ter of observable fact which those Indian 
Nationalists who now demand compiete in- 
dependence only fail to realize because they 
have learned their politics in a school which 
can only think in terms of ruler and ruled, 
of biack and white, of sovereignty on the 
one side and dependence on the other. It 
is the easence of the conception of the Brit- 
ish Commonwealth of Nations that all of 
these distinctions have ceased to have 
meaning. 


The conception of Dominion status was 
the happiest political invention of the nine- 
teenth century. Like other good ideas, its 
success would have astonished its inventors.
